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“Ghe Last Days of Charles Darwin 


EDITOR’S NOTE 

Through the courtesy of James M. 
Gray, Editor of Moody Monthly, we are 
furnishing our readers with a correspond- 
ence relative to the last days of Darwin. 
Darwin, as he embraced the theory of 
evolution in his earlier days, set aside 
the idea of God as a creator. Evolution 
as a theory has long been exploded by the 
disagreeance of scientists concerning the 
possibility of it. Scarcely any of them 
now agree with Darwin’s views, however, 
the greatest blow that evolution has ever 
suffered since Darwin was a pioneer of 
that theory is the fact that he confesse: 
faith in Christ and embraced Him as a 
personal Savior. Such a confession annu!l- 
ed all his work of former years in which 
he built up this theory of evolution and 
confirms the story of the creation in 
Genesis. 


HE Monthly for June, 1932, contain- 
T ed a brief article with the above cap- 
tion reprinted from the Christian Evan- 
gelist, being a report of a visit of Lady 
Hope to Mr. Darwin, related by her in 
Northfield, Mass. As she told the story, 
she was asked to go and sit with him, 
whom she found propped up with pillows 
in his bed and a Bible in his hand. 

“What are you reading now?” she ask- 
ed. 

“Hebrews,” he answered, “still 
brews; the royal book, I call it.” 

“He placed his fingers on some pas- 
sages and commented on them.” 

She referred to the strong opinions ex- 
pressed by many on the history of crea- 
tion and their treatment of the first chap- 
ters of Genesis, at which Mr. Darwin 
seemed distressed. His fingers twitched 
nervously, and a look of agony came on 
his face, as he replied: “I was a young 
man with unformed ideas. I threw out 
queries, suggestions, wondering all the 
time over everything, and to my astonisi- 
ment the ideas took like wild-fire. Peo- 
ple made a religion of them.” 

Then he paused, and after speaking of 
the holiness of God and the grandeur of 
“this Book,” looking at the Bible he was 
holding all the time, he suddenly said: 

“Lady Hope, I have a summer house 1n 


He- 


the garden which holds about thirty peo- 
pie. It is over there,” pointing to an open 
window. “I want you very much to speuk 
there. I know you read the Bible in the 
village. Tomorrow afternoon I shoald 
like the servants on the place, and some 
tenants, and a few of the neighbors to 
gather there. Will you speak to them?” 

“What should I speak about?” 

“Christ Jesus,” he replied in a clear em. 
phatic voice, adding in a lower tone, “and 
His salvation. Is not that the best theme? 
And then I want you to sing with them.” 

“The look of brightness and animation 
on his face as he said this I shall never 
forget,” said Lady Hope, “for he added, 
“If you take this meeting at three o’clock, 
this window will be open, and you will 
know that I am joining in the singing.’” 


II. 

In January, 1933, six months after the 
foregoing was published, we received a 
communication from the general secre- 
tary of the Rationalist Press Association, 
of London, saying that there was “no sub- 
stance in the report of Lady Hope that 
Darwin became a believer in Christianity 
in his last days,” and asking us to cor- 
rect it “in the interests of truth.” He also 
enclosed a leaflet dealing with the sub- 
ject, a reprint of an article in the Liter- 
ary Guide for January, 1916, entitled. 
“Was Darwin a Christian?” This article 
had no name signed to it, but its author 
referred to Lady Hope’s story as idyllic 
and mythical, balancing his argument on 
the word “unlikely.” He thought it un- 
likely that a person of Lady Hope’s views 
should have been “asked” to sit by the 
bedside of Darwin. Unlikely that the 
great naturalist should have been pour- 
ing over the book of Hebrews, or that he 
should call it the “royal book.” Unlikely 
that he should have been “greatly dis- 
tressed” at having the “unformed ideas” 
of earlier years recalled. The least likely 
that he “asked the lady to collect an audi- 
ence in his summer house and speak to 
them of Jesus Christ.” There were more 
serious difficulties also. We quote: 

Darwin was not “almost bedridden for 
some months before he died.” In June 
and July, 1881, he spent a holiday of five 


weeks in the Lake district. After his r> 
turn to Downe he was able to do a good 
deal of work of a trying character (in- 
vestigating the action of carbonate of am- 
monia on roots and leaves, and therefore 
open air work), while on December 13 he 
paid a week’s visit to his daughter in Lon- 
don. During the winter he had several 
heart attacks, but continued to get about, 
and only two days before his death, on 
April 19, 1882, recorded the progress of 
an experiment on which his son Francis 
was engaged. These particulars are ex- 
tracted from the biography of Darwin by 
his son. Obviously they leave no room for 
Lady Hope’s romance. 

Then follows what the author of the 
leaflet considered a more categorical de- 
nial of Lady Hope’s story, namely, a let- 
ter from Sir Francis, a son of Charles 
Darwin, written in response to a com- 
munication from the Rationalist Press As- 
sociation, 

December 5, 1915 
Dear Sir: 

I have already seen Lady Hope’s ac- 
count of my father and his religious 
views, and have written to the editor of 
the Watchman-Examiner denying the gen- 
uineness of her statements. 

Neither I nor any member of my fam- 
ily have any knowledge of Lady Hope or 
of her visits to Downe. And in what she 
writes there is internal evidence that her 
statements cannot possibly be true. 

My father could not have become ac- 
tively and openly Christian without the 
knowledge of his family. And, in fact, no 
such change occurred. His account of his 
religious views, published in the Life and 
Letters of Charles Darwin, shows him to 
have been an agnostic, and there is not 
the slightest reason to believe that he 
changed his views after writing the auto- 
biography. 

Yours faithfully, 
FRANCIS DARWIN.

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If God Had His Way

INTRODUCTION: It shall be our pur- 
pose in this article to contrast the pres- 
ent apostasy caused by man’s way, with 
God’s way regarding our redemption. 


MAN’S WAY 
He departs from the faith, 1 Thess. 


He denies “the Lord that bought” 
him, 2 Pet. 2:1 

3. He loves himself, 2 Tim. 3:2. 
He has a form of godliness, 2 Tim. 


He denies the power of God. 

Man is responsible for the present «e- 
clension and delinquencies that confront 
the Christian church. It is the creature 
that has “departed from the faith,” for 
which We are commanded to “earnestly 
contend” Jude 3. After having set sail 
for other ports than the haven of God, 
he denies both God and His Chrisi 
who has purchased redemption for 
mankind, by the blood of His cross. Hav- 
ing departed from God by departing 
from and denying the faith and redeem- 
ing power of His grace, we next find him 
self-centered, and his affection set upoa 
“self” and earthly things. Hence, if he 
finds that conditions are not safe arou;l 
him, he will seek his own remedy and 
methods of deliverance; consequently he, 
like Antichrist who sets up the “abomi- 
nation of desolation in the holy place” 
(Matt. 24:15), will set up some “form of 
godliness,” yet a mere form. Lastly, in 
an effort to justify himself, he denies 
“the power” of God. Such action on the 
part of man is responsible for the evi! 
portents that are everywhere indicative. 

TRIBULATION JUDGMENTS 

The tribulation to such is an inevitable 
conclusion of God, in and through which 
He deals with man. The results are sim- 
ple and deductive. God purposes that be 
cause of “soothsayers like the Philis- 
tines, who please themselves in the chil- 
dren of strangers, that “the lofty looks 
of man shall be humbled, and she 
haughtiness of man shall be bowed down, 
and the Lord alone shall be exalted :n 
that day. For the day of the Lord of 
hosts shall be upon everyone that is 
proud and lofty, and upon’ every one 
that is lifted up; and he shall be brougnt 
low.” Isa. 2:6-12. 

THE WAY GOD DEALS WITH 
APOSTASY 

The portrait of the apostate church, 
which includes all forms of false religi- 
ous worship, is shown in Revelation 17th 
chapter as a HARLOT “holding a golden 
cup in her hand, full of abominations and 
filthiness of her fornication.” When her 
cup is full judgment immediately follows, 
Rev. 19:2; 14:15; Gen. 15:16. There is 
no remedy for apostasy but judgment. 
This is true concerning Israel in the Did 


Testament. It will be no less true of the 
apostasy of both church and nations 
Therefore, it follows that God acclaims 
judgment before hand. Isaiah speaks of 
the tribulations as a time of judgment 
when “all hands shall be faint, and ev- 
ery man’s heart shall melt. And they 
shall be afraid; pangs and sorrows shall 
take hold of them; they shall be in pain 
as a woman that travaileth; they shall 
be amazed one at another; their faces 
shall be as flames. Behold, the day of the 
Lord cometh, cruel both with wrath and 
fierce anger, to lay the land desolate: 
and he shall destroy the sinners out of 
it. For the stars of heaven and the con- 
stellations thereof shall not give their 
light: the sun shall be darkened in his 
going forth, and the moon shall no 
cause her light to shine (Matt. 24:29; 
Acts 2:20; Rev. 6:12). And I will punish 
the world for their evil, and the wicked 
for their iniquity; and I will cause the 
arrogancy of the proud to cease, and wi!! 
lay low the haughtiness of the terrible.” 
Isa. 13:7-11. “For when thy judgments 
are in the earth, the inhabitants’ will 
learn righteousness” Isa. 26:9. Therefore, 
the Lord warns, “Blow ye the trump*t 
in Zion and sound an alarm in my holy 
mountain: let all the inhabitants of the 
land tremble” (Joel 2:1). “For the Lord 
hath a controversy with the inhabitants 
of the land, because there is no truth, nor 
mercy, nor knowledge of God in the land,” 
Hos, 4:1. The denial of the incarnation «f 
the Son of God, and the mitigation of what 
is the true meaning and inspired thought 
of the Holy Scriptures, by those who are 
teachers or laymen, emboldens the un 
saved world to remain unsaved and to 
plunge further into sin and shame. Con- 
sequently man’s way must be superceded 
by God’s way which through mercy has 
provided to set aside the severity of 
judgment if mankind will but repent. 


GOD’S PROVISION 


God has provided a Way of escape thru 
repentance, therefore, He calls for uni- 
versal repentance. Joel 2:12-17; Acts 17: 
30. The prophecy in Joel describes condi- 
tions under which Israel may receive the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit after they 
have returned to their own land. This 
promise is yet future, though embraced 
as the basis of the out-poured Spirit or 
the day of Pentecost, by St. Peter. What 
was particularly fulfilled at Pentecost, 
was that God had poured out His Spirit 
upon the Church which was to be made 
up of al] nations, and described in Juve! 
2:28 by these words: “I will pour ‘ut 
my Spirit upon all flesh.” Peter has 
singled out or dissected this promise in 
Acts 2:39 by stating that “the promise 
is unto you (Jews) and to your children 
(Jews) and to all that are afar off (Gen-

tiles) even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call” (whether Jews or Gentiles), all 
may alike receive the promised Holy 
Spirit. 

GOD IS FAITHFUL 

God is keeping faith with His sinful 
creation. He ever continues to pour out 
His blessings upon them when they will 
come repenting and confessing their sins. 
There is no indication that God intended 
to limit or to mitigate the blessings of 
Pentecost. Jesus promised that the Com- 
forter would “abide with you for ever” 
or for the age. As the Aaronic priesthood 
Was inherited by his sons, even so was 
the Baptism of the Comforter given to the 
apostles from our Lord Jesus Christ, in- 
herited by claim of promise to all His fol- 
lowers during the “age.” There was no 
thought on the part of God that He wolld 
withdraw the promised Comforter which 
descended upon the church at Pentecost. 
Peter carefully guarded any such idea 
in his address given on that day; where- 
in he has assured us of a continuation of 
it down to, and even though I will cross 
others’ views in this statement, he prom- 
ised it right on through the tribulation 
itself. The general accepted idea is that 
the Holy Spirit will be taken away with 
the raptured saints. This is both true and 
false. As far as its general and restrain- 
ing presence through the church, it will 
be taken away; but that others may still 
receive it is certain. Peter’s prophecy in 
Acts 2:17 interprets it thus: “And it 
shall come to pass in the last days, saith 
God, I will pour out my Spirit upon all 
flesh.” “And I will show wonders in heav- 
en above, and signs in the earth beneath: 
blood, and fire, and vapor of smoke, Th° 
sun shall be turned into darkness, and 
the moon into blood, before the great and 
notable day of the Lord come; and it 
shall come to pass, that whosoever shall 
call on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” The outpouring of the Holy Spir- 
it will still continue after the rapture of 
the church, otherwise none could be 
saved during the awful period mention- 
ed in Acts 2:19-21. 

Let me ask who are the souls under 
the altar mentioned under the fifth sea:i? 
and how and when did they get there, ex- 
cept they were slain by Antichrist dur- 
ing the tribulation? and how could they 
have gotten saved if there was no Holy 
Spirit in the earth to regenerate them 
and aid in their new birth? That the 
tribulation is a time of judgments it is 
true, but it is also a time of preaching 
the gnspel, and especially by the Jews. 
Was the gospel ever preached without 
the aid of the Holy Spirit? If it was, 
would it not cease to be “the power of 
God unto salvation? Rom. 1:16. How do 
the 144,000 Jews, mentioned in Revelation 
7:4: 14:1, become possessed of a sealing 
without the Holy Spirit? Eph. 1:13. 
There is, however, one fact that tribula- 
tion converts will have a much harder 
time to find God than men do who seek 
Him now. But whole-hearted seeking will 
be rewarded. 

The apostasy, the tribulation, and its 
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judgments are brought upon mankind by 
his departure from the offered mercies of 
God. It could be even prevented if men 
and women who constitute the church 
and the unsaved would but come to the 
spiritual standards of the early church. 
So far as I am able to discern, I find not 
the slightest evidence on the part of God 
that present day conditions are in any 
sense chargeable to His lack of provision, 
interest in man, or faithfulness unto him 
THE WILLINGNESS AND READINESS 
OF GOD 

When the waiting disciples had obeyed 
the command of the Lord Jesus Chris‘ 
in waiting in Jerusalem (Luke 24:49), 
God, in harmony with a previously ar- 
ranged and divine plan, met them right 
on the spot. They were commanded to 
“tarry” or wait. It is better rendered 
“wait,” by sitting down. With this accords 
the fulfillment of the promise. The Holy 
Spirit “filled all the house where they 
were sitting.” The evidence points to the 
fact that they were “sitting,” an actual 
fulfillment of the command to “wait for 
the promise.” They were keeping date 
with God. Acts 1:4. It is true that “prav- 
er and supplication” had preceded th2ir 
“sitting,” and here is the cause of our 
failure. As of old, we need to contin.26 
with “prayer and supplication” before we 
expect God to meet us. 

OUR SUBJECT 

When we chose the subiect “If God had 

His way,” we were particularly impress- 
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ed with the readiness of God to meet the 
needs and desires of His people. At Pen- 
tecost He met and satisfied them, possi- 
bly in an unexpected manner. At the 
household of Cornelius, “While Peter 
spake these words, the Holy Ghost feil 
on all them which heard the word,” Acrs 
2:44. “While Peter spake.” No hard 
wrestling there; it might have preceded 
his address. The text is suggestive of how 
willingly Christ meets and satisfies the 
needs of His people. While they listened 
the hand of faith reached out and believ- 
ed and accepted the gospel of Christ; and 
the gift of the Holy Ghost was the an- 
swer to a believing heart in satisfying its 
desires. The same is true of the disciples 
at Ephesus; immediately after Paul had 
laid hands upon them, “the Holy Ghost 
came upon them.” 


CONCLUSION 


We may expect a continuation of the 
blessings of Pentecost if we wait for 
them by claiming the promise and keep- 
ing faith with God. Acts 2:4 is our ex- 
ample for such expectation. Acts 10:44 
presents us with the results of a hearing 
heart or congregation. At Pentecost all 
were filled who waited. At the house- 
hold of Cornelius all were filled who 
heard. In Acts 19:6 all were filled upon 
whom the apostle laid hands. If God had 
His way He would fill every vessel 
“pressed down, and shaken together, and 
running over.” Luke 6:38.

Inasmuch as there is so much confu- 
sion over What the church is and wh2re 
it is (among numerous believers), we 
will endeavor by the grace and help of 
God to set forth a few things that we 
hope will be a blessing to others as it 
has been to us. 

WHAT THE CHURCH IS 

Paul writes Timothy, 1 Tim. 3:15, “But 
if I tarry long, that thou mayest knuw 
how thou oughtest to behave thyself in 
the house of God, which is the church of 
the living God, the pillar and ground of 
the truth.” We also quote from a Bible 
Encyclopedia, “The Church is a religious 
assembly selected and CALLED OUT of 
the world, by the doctrine of the gospel, 
to worship the true God ACCORDING TO 
HIS WORD.” Also notice St. Luke 4:4, 
where Jesus told Satan, “It is written. 
That man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by EVERY WORD of God.” Now if 
I were to stop right here without com- 
menting, I’m sure it would be enough to 
convince you of what the church is. (1) 
Jesus said we must live by every word, 
(not part of the Bible) but the whole 
Bible rightly divided as He says in 2 
Tim. 2:15. (2) Paul says (by divine in- 
spiration), 1 Tim. 3:15, “It is the pillar 


and ground of the truth.” (3) Bible En- 
cyclopedia says, “Worship God ACCORD- 
ING TO HIS WORD.” What could be 
plainer? 

Now that we must worship accordinz 
to His Word, also support or uphold all 
the Truth (a pillar is a support, or that 
which upholds), and live by every Word 
it remains that we are coming short of 
the standard of the Bible Church if we 
don’t support the Truth. (1) We wish to 
call your attention to some of the most 
essential parts of the doctrine, which, if 
adhered to and practiced, make us the 
Church. 

JUSTIFICATION 
The Bible teaches “Justification” >r, 


the born again experience. Matt. 1:21; 
Rom. 5:1; St. John 3:5; 2 Cor. 5:17; 
Matt. 3:23; 1 John 1:9 tell how to et 


the experience we have mentioned. 
SANCTIFICATION 

Heb. 13:12: St. John 17:17, and other: 
teach the wonderful reality of sanctifica- 
tion. Jesus in St. John 17 was prayiang 
for His own, who had previous to this 
time been converted through faith in the 
blood that was to be spilt. But they need- 
ed another work of grace in their hearts, 
hence the second. He sanctified Himself. 
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Inasmuch as sanctification has a twofoid 
meaning, setting apart and cleansing, He 
consecrated Himself for the death of the 
cross that they (disciples) might be sanc- 
tified or cleansed. 

THE HOLY GHOST 

There is nothing plainer in Scripture 
than the Spirit Baptism and the evidence. 
After Jesus said, while on the cross, tha! 
the plan of salvation was finished, it wa- 
possible for men to be saved and sancti- 
fied. But in St. John 16:7 He said He 
would have to go away in order to send 
the Holy Ghost, proving that He is not 
a part of our salvation, but the third per- 
son in the Trinity comes to live in vs. 
John 15:26 says, “When he is come he 
will testify of me” (Jesus). Acts 2:4; 10: 
46; Acts 19:6 proved this true. He testi- 
fies by taking the believer’s vocal organs 
and speaxing through them in other ‘r 
new tongues. Mark 16:17. 

OTHER PROMINENT DOCTRINE 

Time will not permit us to go into de 
tails concerning the remainder of the doc- 
trine of the Bible, so we will briefly give 
Scripture. Mal. 3 teaches tithing and giv- 
ing for this gospel age, beginning wit! 
John the Baptist in the first verse and 
concluding with the Gospel age in verse 
17, when He comes for His jewels (Rap- 
ture). 

Feet washing is biblical, St. John 18, 
also 1 Tim. 5:10. Water baptism, also is 
biblical, See Matt. 3:6, 16, 17; Matt, 28: 
19; Mark 16:16; St. John 3:23 (much 
water) He needed MUCH for immersion. 
Most all believers acknowledge that th- 
Lord’s Supper is scriptural. Matt. 26:26. 
St. Luke 22:16, 18. 

THE NAME 

Now that we have considered some of 
the doctrine, and that the most promi- 
nent, notice description of this great army 
in Songs of Solomon 6:9, 10. What name 
did God give for His Church? Let us con- 
sider the “NAME”, Acts 20:28, “Take 
heed therefore (a warning to elders) unto 
yourselves and to the flock over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, which he hatli 
purchased with his own blood.” 1 Cor. 
1:2; 1 Cor. 10:32; 1 Cor. 11:22; 15:9; 11: 
16; 2 Cor. 1:1; Gal. 1:13; 1 Tim. 3:5; 
1 Thess, 2:14. 

HOW WE GET IN 

Does God’s Bible teach that the Church 
is a visible, literal organization? Isa. 62: 
1-5 speaks of Zion (the Church of God -- 
Webster) being called by a new name, the 
foregoing. Also the fifth verse says, “As 
a young man marrieth a virgin, so shall 
thy sons marry thee” (Zion, or the 
Church). What makes man and wife one? 
The marriage vow and covenant, We get 
into the Church (or marry) the same 
way by taking a covenant, or being add- 
ed according to Acts 2:47; Acts 5:14; 
Eph. 5:30, 33. I joined or was added by 
obligating myself to abide by every 
Word, and support the Truth, even to 
obeying them that have the rule over me. 
Heb. 13:7, 17. 
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OFFICERS OF THE CHURCH 
Bishops, 1 Tim. 3:17; Titus 1:5. 
Deacons, 1 Tim, 3:8. 

Evangelists, 2 Tim. 4:5. 

HOW WE GET OUT 

Then if we have to be added, how do 
we get out of the Church? By “excom- 
munication,” Matt. 18:15, 17; 1 Cor. 5; 
2 Thess. 3:6. 

CONCLUSION 

Let me say that God likens His Church 
to a building, 1 Cor. 3:9. Now, beloved, 
since we are God’s building, it remains 
that we have been framed together, Eph. 
2:21, 22, FRAMED TOGETHER, OR 
ADDED. We might have our material on 


Zionism - - 


PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE 

A development of the present century, 
rich in prophetic significance, is the 
movement of the Jew back to his ancient 
homeland. Zionism, as this movement 15 
called, aims at the reestablishment of Is- 
rael as a nation, in the land of Abraham- 
ic promise. The name ‘Zionism’ as con- 
nected with the desire of the Jews to re- 
turn to Palestine was first used in 1886. 
It was in the year 1897 that, Zionism, as 
a definite movement to regain Palestine 
for the Jews, was officially and polifical- 
ly organized. Among the Gentile nations 
for near two centuries, the Israelites 
have been bearing the chastisement laid 
upon them for forsaking the right ways 
of the Lord. The Zionists are the agents 
of the Jewish people in the regeneration 
of Palestine. 

Long before the dispersion, the sacred 
writings bore a clear testimony of the 
penalty awaiting the sons of Israel, if 
they would not heed the voice of God 
In Deuteronomy (1451 B. C.) chapter 28. 
The Lord pronounced a warning, which 
as witnessed by subsequent history, the 
Jews did not regard. “If thou wilt ot 
hearken unto the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to observe and do all his command- 
ments and his statutes, V. 15—the Lord 
shall cause thee to be—removed into all 
the kingdoms of the earth, V. 25—and 
thou shalt become an astonishment, a 
proverb and a by word among all na- 
tions whither the Lord shall lead thee.” 
V. 37. Verses 64 to 66 further declare, 
“The Lord shall SCATTER THEE 
AMONG ALL PEOPLE, from one end of 
the earth unto the other;—among these 
nations shalt thou find no ease—but the 
Lord shall give thee a trembling heart, 
and failing of eyes and sorrow of mind-— 
and thy life shall hang in doubt before 
thee.” : 

While it is not pessible to exactly com- 
pute the Jewish population of the world, 
the official report published by the Zion- 
ist Conference in 1920 says, “Practieally 
EVERY COUNTRY IN THE WORLD has 
its settlement of Jews”: British Isles 
France 100,000: Italy 34300: 


263,000;

Netherlands 106,300; Germany 615,000; 
Austria-Hungary 2,258,000. There are 
more than 3,000,000 Jews in the United 
States, of whom about one and one half 
million are concentrated in the one city 
of New York. All the countries in North 
and South America have some Jews. Even 
Morocco and China have Jews. God did 
what He said He would do about scatter- 
ing the Jews among all nations. 


But SCATTERING the Jews is not 
ALL that God said He would do. He 
further declared (Isa. 54:7) “with great 
mérey will I GATHER thee.” “Fear not 
thou, oh my servant Jacob, and be nof 
dismayed, O Israel: for, behold, I will 
save thee FROM A FAR OFF and thy 
seed FROM THE LAND OF THEIR 
CAPTIVITY—I will not make a full end 
of thee but CORRECT THEE IN MEAsS- 
URE.” Jer. 46:27, 28. In the dispersion 
God is dealing with the Israelites as 
‘sons’, (Heb. 12:7 and 8). The dispersion 
is a chastisement, not an everlasting re- 
jection. The gathering will be no less 
complete than the scattering. 





Zionist reports disclose that the Jews 
are not biind to the cause of their nation- 
al calamity and the promise that God has 
made to regather them. The following 
quotation is taken directly from “A Gide 
to Zionism,’ as authorized by the Zionist 
Organization of America. “The Jews to- 
day believe and repeat in their prayer 
that they were BANISHED from thfr 
land BECAUSE THEY WERE UNWOR 
THY. They also believe and repeat that 
their exile is a PUNISHMENT and a 
DISCIPLINE, and that they are at last 
to RETURN to Jerusalem with singing, 
and to Zion with everlasting joy. Then 
will all nations accept the yoke of the 
Lord, and walk in his ways.” 


Further quoting, “Guide to Zionism,’ 
“The Messiah was at times conceived as 
an individual, a descendent of David, 
‘Mashiah ben David Avdeha’, who would 
appear to save the people AT A CRITI- 
CAL TIME. In another conception, he 
Was to b2 a model king who would re-as- 
cend the throne of David. ‘AT THE END 


OF DAYS’—as the Biblical phrase has it 
—to rule in righteousness and Justice. 
However in the popular sense he was and 
still is to be THE HEAVEN SENT RE- 
DEEMER, to lead Israel out of exile to 
a glorious future in the land of the F.- 
there.” “Then again we have the inspir- 
ing prophecies of a Messianic era, when, 
they shall not hurt nor destroy in all my 
holy mountain. When, the nations shell 
not learn war any more. When, the knowl- 
edge of the Lord shall cover the eartli as 
the waters cover the sea.” Thus a Jewish 
writer writing to Jews, pictures the pres- 
ent national aspirations of the Jews. 


The passion to possess the land of 
promise has continued to burn in the 
heart of the Jew. ‘The quotations above 
cited, outline what has happened, anid 
what is about to happen to this chosen 
race, in some points perhaps more com- 
pletely than they themselves yet realize. 
They are being prepared and mobilized 
for the final fulfillment of the prophecy 
pertaining to their nation. That God has 
promised that the Jew shall return to his 
own land is a fact of which the Zionists 
are fully aware. Other facts, also stated 
in the report above quoted; that is, that 
Messiah is to be, “a HEAVEN SENT re- 
deemer,” and that he will, “appear to save 
his people AT A CRITICAL TIME” are 
not given their full significance in Zion- 
istic plans.

Lesson 4—January 28 


Text: Matt. 5:1-12, 43-48. 


Memory Verse: Psa. 27:11a. 
Time: Summer of A. D. 28. 
Place: A hill in Galilee. 


Golden Text: Blessed are the pure in 
heart: for they shall see God.—Matt. 5:8. 


Leading Thought: If we would be 
Christians, we must be Christlike. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
CHRIST ADDRESSING THE 
MULTITUDES 


V. 1. “And seeing the multitudes.” 
Great multitudes were following Him, ct- 
tracted by His miracles of healing and be- 
cause of their needed instruction. In di- 
vine truth the Sermon on the Mount fol 
lows. “He went up into a mountain.” Tra- 
dition has it, the Kurn Hattin or Horns 
of Hattin, a two peaked hill about sixty 
feet high near the center of the west 
coast of Galilee two or three miles from 
the sea and perhaps seven miles south 
of Capernaum, “And when he was set.” 
There was a large, level place suitable 
for considerable audience. “His disciples 
came unto him.” The twelve whom He 
had just chosen. 

V. 2. “And he opened his mouth.” “A 
Hebraeism indicating that the words 
spoken are not the utterance of chance 
but a set will and purpose.” “And taught 
them.” The meaning of the lesson is that 
God is our Father and He instructs us 
as children. 

V. 3. “Saying, Blessed are the poor in 
spirit.” The poor in spirit are described 
not as recipients of blessings from God 
or even from men, but as possessors of 
happiness for which man was created. We 
may be beggers in spirit, depending 2n- 
tirely upon God, and still be happy. “For 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” The 
first Beatitude is the sum and substance 
of the whole sermon. Poverty of spirit 
stands in contrast to self-sufficiency, Re. 
3:17. The Jews were not a good example 
of the poor in spirit. See Rom. 2:17, 20. 
Those who are in spiritual want may re- 
ceive the unsearchable riches of Chris‘. 

V. 4. “Blessed are they that mourn.” 
No one appreciates mourning and sorrow 
as a door to greater joys and comfort. We 
all shrink from it until we have learned 
its blessedness in the school of Christ. 
See 2 Cor. 7:10. If we have no sorrow for 
sin we may not share the joys of its for- 
giveness. “For they shall be comforted.” 
Comfort comes from the Latin word 
“fortis” meaning strong, and “con,” to- 
gether; i. e., made strong together, re- 
ferring to Christian comfort and strength 
which comes thru fellowship with Christ. 
Our comforts may be only partial in this 


life, Luke 2:25, but will be full in the 
kingdom of heaven, John 16:20-24. 


Vv. 5. “Blessed are the meek: for they 
shall inherit the earth.” “Meekness hzvs 
two sides: its passive side, in which it 
bears with provocation, controls all feel 
ings of irritation, and refuses to regard 
personal injury and wrong; and its active 
side, in which it strongly, bravely, kindly, 
sweetly,—still and throughout with total 
absence of the thought of self,—discharg- 
es toward men the duties which it owes 
to God.”—Bishop George Moberly. If 
man will not take time and patience thru 
humility to subdue the obstacles that hia. 
der and impede his spiritual progress in 
this life, he has no hope to reap more 
than thorns and thistles of this life and 
certainly none of inheriting life as a 
place to dwell. Meekness always enriches 
Meekness is the attitude of the soul to 
ward another when they are in a state 
of activity towards it. Meekness takes the 
position as a student before a teacher or 
a servant before his master when receiv- 
ing instruction or orders. 


V. 6. “Blessed are they which do hun- 
ger and thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled.” The application of 
the figure of eating and drinking of spir- 
itual things, Luke 22:30, is not infrequent 
in the Old Testament; e. g., Isa. 55:1. 
There is progress in all the Beatitudes, 
starting with the poor in spirit who thru 
mourning and sorrow become meek, in 
which state they actually crave or thirst 
after righteousness. Physical hunger af- 
fects the body, mental hunger the mind, 
whereas those who hunger and thirst af- 
ter righteousness do affect their soul. A 
merciful Father could not refuse to feed 
a hungry soul. Isa. 49:10; “John 6:35: 
Rev. 7:16; Luke 1:53. 

Vv. 7. “Blessed are the merciful: for 
they shall obtain mercy.” The reference 
is not so much as dealing harshly or in- 
flicting punishment when due by sparing 
an animal or fellowman but it is an ac- 
tive kindness to the destitute and to any 
who are in trouble, Chap. 9:27; 15:22; 
17:15; Mark 5:19; 1 John 3:17; James 
2:16. Mercy originated from heaven.Those 
who display it carry out the law of God 
who judges us by the same law as it is 
written, “Whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap.” See Matt. 18:20-35. 

V. 8 “Blessed are the pure in heart; 
for they shall see God.” The holiness of 
God demands pureness of heart. Purity 
is the simple spring of heaven’s laws. 
The unclean are bound by the darkness 
of sin while the pure in heart receive 
visions of light from Him who is Light. 

Vv. 9. “Blessed are the peacemakers: 
for they shall be called the children of 
God.” Christ is the Prince of Peace, Isa. 
9:6. The herald angels sang at Bethlehem 
songs of peace on earth and good will t- 
ward men. Jesus said, “My peace I give 
unto you, peace I leave with you,” John 
14:27. “Follow after the things which 
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make for peace,” Rom. 14:19. “Fruits of 
righteousness are sown in peace,” James 
3:18. “Follow peace with all men,” Heb. 
12:14. We are not to be peacelovers or 
peacetalkers but peacemakers. We are 
mediators of peace. It is a constructive 
task. 

PERSECUTED FOR RIGHTEOUSNESS’ 

SAKE 

Vv. 10. “Blessed are they who are per- 
secuted for righteousness’ saxe: for theirs 
is the kingdom of heaven.” Those who ire 
harrassed, hunted, spoiled, used of wild 
beasts, pursued by hunters or of an -n- 
emy or malefactor in flight; those who 
have suffered the loss of all things like 
St. ‘Paul, Phil. 3:8, shall inherit his re 
ward mentioned in 2 Tim. 4:8. 

V. 11. “Blessed are ye, when men shaii 
revile you, and persecute you, and say all 
manner of evil against ye falsely, for my 
saxe.” The blessedness of such a person as 
is here mentioned is that the persecution, 
reproach, and accusations are false. If you 
would endure such for Christ’s sake He 
would reward you for your faithfulness 
to Him in time of testing, 1 Peter 2:20. 

V. 12. “Rejoice and be _ exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward in heav- 
en.” The Christian to rejoice in trial and 
conflict must have the joys of Christ 
within him. Christians are expected tu 
be joyous and jubilant in Christ’s salva- 
tion and this we know to be true, Acts 
5:41. “For so persecuted they the proph- 
ets which were before you.” For refer- 
ence to their hardships reading of eleven- 
th chapter of Hebrews would but strength- 
en one’s faith and arm them for times 
of persecution. Christ has prepared for 
such a city and He Himself endured the 
cross for the joy that was set before Him, 
Heb. 12:2. 


CHRIST REJECTS JEWISH 
TRADITION 
Matt, 5:43-48 

V. 43. “Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, Thou shalt love thy neighbor.” 
The reference is to Leviticus 19. “And 
hate thine enemy.” The latter clause was 
added by the rabbis. “Neighbor” original- 
ly meant a brother Jew or Israelite and 
an “enemy” any Gentile. 

V. 44. “But I say unto you.” Placing 
himself in opposition to the Jewish lead- 
ers of their day. “Love your enemies and 
pray for them that persecute you.” The 
command enjoins that we be patient with 
an enemy and love him by interceding 
in his behalf, 1 Cor. 4:12; Rom. 12:14, 
20. “Bless them that curse you, do good 
to them that hate you.” Such is the law 
by which Christ came to earth, Rom. 5:8. 

V. 45. “That you may be the children 
of your Father which is in heaven.” it 
requires no effort to love those who aye 
kind and good to you but to love the aa- 
lovely and your enemies is placing us in 
line as some of our heavenly Father who 
so loved us that He gave His Son to die 
in our stead, John 3:16. “For he mak>th 
his sun to rise on the evil and the goud. 
and sendeth rain on the just and on me 
unjust.” Both the just and the unjust 
are dependent upon God for their exist- 
ence. It is particular in keeping with tie 
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fact that God is love, that He should min. 
ister to their needs. His good children 
share His blessings justly, and the evil 
or unjust share them while God patient- 
ly waits on them to repent. 
CHRISTIAN LOVE EXCELS 

V. 46. “For if ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye?” We are in- 
debted to love those who love us and it 
requires no grace and allows no room for 
the working of grace not to love those 
who do not love us. There can be no re- 
ward unless there is some expense or 
service rendered out of the ordinary or 
uncommon. “Do not even the publicans 
so”? That is a natural law and is an even 
exchange and leaves no place for reward. 

NARROWNESS REBUKED 

V. 47. “And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more than others”? The 
reference here is to the Oriental custom 
of a long and formal salutation in dis- 
mounting from the method of travel or 
unloading any baggage that a traveler 
might chance to have, then bowing, etc., 
involving perhaps thirty minutes time. 
Christ forbade His disciples to do this 
kind of a salute because of the time re- 
quired, Luke 10:4. Jews and Gentiles 
alixe practiced such a salutation. “Do not 
even the publicans so”? 

V. 48. “Be ye therefore perfect, even 
as your Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect.” This can only refer to the perfer- 
tion of love as to the entire perfection of 
God, it is impossible for human efforts 
to attain it. We may be holy as He is 
holy and pure in heart and perfect in love, 
but not so in our physical beings nor yet 
in our wisdom. 


GOD GAVE THE INCREASE 


When we returned from camp meeting 
our very efficient pastor, Brother Leon 
Thomas, suggested that we begin having 
home prayer meeting which we did. The 
first home prayer meeting was held June 
13th. The power of God and the Holy 
Ghost came down and took charge in 
such a wonderful way until a revival 
started from the first service. 

The second night two received the Holy 
Ghost according to Acts 2:4. We knew 
then that we had a revival on and that 
the God of Israel was fighting the batt!e 
for us.

dressed to Dr. W. S. Manners, of San 
Leandro, Calif., by Rev. Stanley H. Frods. 
ham, editor, the Gospel Publishing House, 
Springfield, Mo. It was sent to the 
Monthly by Dr. Manners without solicita- 
tion, and with permission to publish. 

I used to go to hear Lady Hope when 
I was a child, She frequently came to 
Bournemouth where I lived. We loved to 
hear her and it Was always an event 
when she came. I gather she spent her 
last days in Southern California where 
she wrote a series of articles for the 
Sunday School Times, These were so in- 
teresting that I republished some of them. 
As you know, Dr. Trumbull, of Philadel- 
phia, is a careful editor, and I do not 
think he would have printed those ar- 
ticles if he had thought Lady Hope was 
unreliable, 

I got my account of this from Ivan 
Panin’s Bible Numerics. Panin went to 
great pains to investigate the evidence, 
and in several numbers of Bible Numerics 
he wrote at length concerning Lady 
Hope’s statement which he felt was abso- 
lutely true. 

Of course, it is only to be expected that 
Darwin’s infidel children should deny 
that he turned to the Lord. But I under- 
stand that they were not living in Eng- 
land at this time, and so the testimony 
of Lady Hope, who lived close by Darwin, 
would be much more credible than that of 
his sons, who had not much to do with 
their father.

Bible Numerics referred to by Mr. 
Frodsham, deals with the subject in its 
editions of May-June and September-Oc- 
tober, 1928. 

We quote from the September-October 
«dition, pages 3, 4 and 5: 

The question whether Charles Darwin 
departed this life an agnostic or not, is 
now at last happily settled by the grace 
of God, and to the honor of truth by two 
unimpeachable witnesses: Sir Robert An- 
derson, knighted for his services as head 
of Scotland Yard; and Max Muller, pro- 
fessor at Oxford, received at Court, and 
of international repute.

On page 95 of In Defence, py Sir Robert 
Anderson, is a footnote as follows: “I 
may add that a friend of mine who was 
much with Darwin during his last ill- 
ness, assures me that he expressed the 
greatest reverence fur the Scriptures and 
bore testimony to tueir value.” 

An Anglican rector of the best stand- 
ing, whose name, if needed, will presum- 
ably not be refused, writes to the editor: 

“As to Darwin’s deathbed: Miss G. C 
(full name in the original), of my con- 
gregation, tells me that as a girl of twen- 
ty she once dined alone at Oxford with 
Professor Max Muller. The conversation 
turned on evolution, and Max Muller told 


her that his great and intimate friend 
Charles Darwin had spoken somewhat in 
these terms to him, that after publishing 
the theory of evolution he was very per- 
plexed on its bearing on the Christian re- 
ligion, that he turned to the Scriptures 
and became a firm Christian; the posi- 
tion is odd, as both his son and grandson 
would seem to deny his Christianity.” 

We now quote from the May-June edi- 
tion of Bible Num(rics, pages 27 to 29: 

Until therefore aught more substantial 
than sheer franticity of speech is brought 
forward, the writer finds it needful to 
hold to the truth of what he has repeat- 
ed after other reputables about Darwin’s 
deathbed. But in his desire for only trutn, 
he begs to suggest a more scientific 
method for getting at the truth than a 
baseball game with balls of mud flung 
rather than batted. 

Hardly a paragraph in the account but 
what contains several items, any one «of 
which could readily disprove the “lie,” 
and every one of which is in the family’s 
power to bring forth as a crushing reply 
to those deluded folk who are so ready 
to believe it. 

(1) Was there, or was there 
contemporary of Darwin’s last days by 
the appellation of Lady Hope? 

(2) If there was, was Lady Hope, or 
was she not, an acquaintance of Darwin? 

(3) If she was, was she, or was she 
not, a caller at Darwin’s house? 

(4) Was Charles Darwin, or was he 
not, bedridden for some months before he 
died? 

(5) If he was, was he, or was he noi, 
wearing a soft embroidered dressing 
gown of rather rich purple shade?

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We might properly conclude our refer- 
ence to the subject at this point, but jus? 
as we decided to do so, another interest- 
ing letter came from Mr. Frodsham. He 
had been reading the Life of J. W. @. 
Fegan (Marshall, Morgan and Scott, Lon- 
don), a man who launched out in faith 
“to be a guide, counselor and friend 10 
the child-Ishmaels of the London slums.” 
Fegan had a boys’ home at Deptford, an 
orphanage at Stony Stratford, and Cana- 
dian distributing centers as monuments 
of his labors of years. On pages 29-31 of 
his Life, as recited in Mr. Frodsham’s let- 
ter to us, it is stated that his parents had 
removed from New Cross to Downe in 
Kent, and that in the summer of 1880 (01 
1881?) he took his boys there for a holi- 
day, and thus became the pioneer of boys’ 
camps. Mr. Frodsham quotes the book: 

Before the boys returned to London 
they visited the home of Charles Darwin, 
Who lived nearby, and sang hymns in 
front of the house. Mr. Darwin expressed 
his sympathy with the _ philanthropic 
werk being done, and gave each of the 
boys sixpence, evoxing ringing cheers 3s 
they departed. Services were also held in 
the district in a tent, and when it becanie 
too late for tent services, greatly daring, 
Mr. Fegan asked Mr. Darwin if he would 
lend him the reading room which he had 
established for the villagers, but which 
was very slightly frequented. It was, in 
fact, an old school room which he rented 
from Sir John Lubbock (afterwards Lord 
Avebury) for ten pounds a year, He lent 
it with pleasure, and, emboldened by his 
first success, Fegan wrote again, asking 
if he might have it for a week’s mission, 
as it was so seldom used. He received the 
following answer from the great natural- 
ist: 


Dear Mr. Fegan: 

“You ought not to have to write to me 
for permission to use the reading roo. 
You have far more right to it than we 
have, for your services have done more 
for the village in a few months than all 
our efforts for many years. We have 
never been able to reclaim a drunkard, 
but through your services I do not know 
that there is a drunkard left in the vil- 
lage. 


“Now may I have the pleasure of hand- 
ing the reading room over to you? Per- 
haps, if we should want it some night 
for a special purpose, you will be good 
enough to let us use it. 

“Yours sincerely, 
“CHARLES DARWIN” 

The transfer was made, and in that 
reading room, now called “The Gospel 
Room,” services have been held continu- 
ously for half a century. Mr. Fegan has 
left the following memoranda on the sub- 
ject, which may perhaps be given here. 

“The services I held were attended 
sometimes by members of the Darwin 
family, and regularly by members of 
their household. Indeed, when I had a 
mission in Downe, the Darwin family 
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were considerate enough to alter their 
dinner hour so that their household 
might attend—but this was characteristic 
of all who served them. At the services, 
Parslow, the old family butler, whose 
name is mentioned both by Huxley and 
Wallace, was converted to God and 
brought into church membership, als» 
Mrs. Sales, the housekeeper, was broug1? 
into the light, and others.” 


In Emma Darwin: a Century of Family 
Letters, 1792-1896, edited by her daughter, 
Mrs. Litchfield, there is a letter written 
to her daughter from Downe in February 
1881, in which there is a sentence and 
a footnote referring to the village black- 
smith, a great character. 


“Hurrah for Mr. Fegan! Mrs. Evans 
(her old housekeeper) attended a pray- 
er meeting in which old M. made ‘as nice 
a prayer as ever you heard in your life.’” 
And then in a tootnote this: “Old M. was 
a notable old drunkard, in the village of 
Downe, converted through Mr. Fegan, 
1881.”—Moody Monthly.
